“Mother” Laughs:at 
Twin Trial. 


(Pictures on back page) 

Eleven witnesses, paraded yesterday 
by the state in the city court at Ham- 
mond, Ind., to testify against Mrs. 
Hazel McNally, charged with the mur- 
der of twins, who, she claims, never 
were born to her, convinced the spec- 
tators that whether guilty or not Mrs. 
McNally perpetrated one of the most 
cleverly conceived maternity hoaxes 
on record. 

The recital of how, with two. doll 
heads attached to baby clothes stuffed 
with straw, Mrs. McNally fooled her 
husband, her neighbors and even the 
woman who nursed her following the 
twins’ arrival provoked such outbursts 
of laughter as might have been drawn 
from an audience at a bedroom farce. 
And probably at no other preliminary 
murder trial has the testimony been 
received with such levity and uncon- 
cern by the defendant. 

Husband Glum; Wife Merry. 

While Frank McNally, her 55 year | 

old husband accuser, sat with glum 
face, alternately glaring at a witness 
and giancing away towards a nearby 
window, Mrs. McNally, just 26 and 
jauntily dressed, snickered behind her 
gloved hand as his son, Lloyd, told how 
tenderly the “father” had carried one 
of the “dummy twins.” She laughed 
nerensenin when Mrs. Mary _Grit- 
fiths Ee , 
Swartz, ooekaal for" ‘the defense, and 
declared it made her mad for Mrseic- 
Nally to say she had satin the Mc- 
Nally home nine days and nursed the 
mother of a “pair of dolls.” 


But although the state contends that 


the dolls were introduced by Mrs. Mc- 
Nally as a deception only after she had 
“done away. with the real twins,” only 
two witnesses were produced to sup- 
port the charge that any real babies 
ever existed. Mrs. Griffiths testified 
that she knew at least one of the 
“babies” wags alive because she saw its 
nose bleed. 
Said it Was the Boy. 

“She told me it was the boy,” Mrs, 
Griffiths testified. “She said the babies 
had weak eyes and she kept the room 
darkened and their heads covered up. 
She said the boy weighed four pounds 
and the girl three. She seemed to be 
worried when the boy’s nose bled and 
took the dress off of it and Gave it to 
me to wash. There was blood all over 
the front of the dress.” 

Mrs. Griffiths declared Mrs. McNally 
used to nurse the twins regularly, 
watching the clock for the specified 
feeding times. 

@You have nothing against Mrs. 
McNally, have you?” asked Attorney 
Schwartz. 

“Well, it makes me mad to have 
her say she had dolls when I know 
she had twins,’ the witness snapped. 

“Makes you mad?” 

“Well, to sit up there nine days 
with dolls makes me feel foolish.” 

“You mean it hurts your reputation 
as a nurse to say you nursed dolls?” 

“Dolls don’t bleed,” Mrs. Griffiths 
retorted. 

Saw Her in Bathing Suit. 

The other witness who bolstered the 
state’s case was Mrs. Cleora McNally, 
wife of McNally’s son by a former 
marriage. She testified that if Mrs. 
McNally contrived to deceive her 
friends and neighbors as to the signs 
of approaching motherhood during 
the summer and fall of 1921 she car- 
ried this deception even to the bathing 
beach when she went swimming. The 
witness said she had accompanied 
Mrs. McNally to the lake front beach 
and to St. Joe beach and had seen 
her in a bathing costume. 

“ At that time she told me she was 
to become a mother and that it was 
distasteful to her,” she said. 

She described how’ she had carried 
one of the “twins” while accompo- 
nying the “mother” on a shopping 
trip in Chicago and “had felt no life 
in the body” or heard a sound from 
the supposed baby. 

Didn’t See Baby's Face. 

Neither she nor any of the other 
avitnesses, with the exception of Mrs. 
Griffiths, had actually seen the babies’ 


covered with a veil. Not until prying 
neighbors discoverea the dolls was the 
mystery revealed. Then Mrs. McNally 
claims she smashed the doll heads and 
witnesses declared she told them some- 
times the babies were In a hospital in 
Chicago a8@ sometimes “with her 
folks.”’

Once in a while, though not very | 


often, the seeker along musical paths 
finds a composer willing to introduce 


an entire program of his own works. 
There have been three here in the last 
half dozen years—one by Leo Sowerby 
early in 1917, one by Louis Victor Saar 
two summers ago, the third by Paul 
Held at Kimball hall last night. 

Mr. Held, whose works were hitherto 
unheard here, would seem to be quite 
as prolific as any of them. He admits 
several hundred compositions, from 
ons to oratorio, and from fugue 
to” Bphony. Last night's program 
was classified as modern camber mu- 


sic, which permitted the inclusion of 


organ solos, a piano sonata, and vari- 
ous songs. 

Highly modern it was, with many of 
the virtues and most of the vices of 
modernity. There was a trio for vio

On the other hand, 
Heniot Levy played a piano sonata, 
which, though short, was little more 
than disheartening . dissonances, a 
marked desire to write in several keys 
at once, and an equally marked disdain 
for the blandishments of melody.
